Hobby In Apartment
Williamson started his hobby 

about ten years ago when he 
and Mrs. Williamson were liv­ 
ing in an apartment in Tor­ 
rance. He began with a roof 
garden of pelargoniums, com­ 
monly known as Martha Wash 
ington geraniums, of which he 
had 26 varieties.

He supplemented these later 
with potted specimens of tuber­ 
ous begonias, camellias, gar­ 
denias, a dwarf lemon tree, and 
rose bushes.

Williamson began indulging 
his hobby in earnest when they 
moved to a home in Kettler 
Knolls which boasted a lath 
house. Here is where he began 
cultivating tropical and shade 
plants.

In his present home on Ma­ 
drid, he has a hot house as well 
as a lath house. This has made 
possible the cultivation of such 
exotics as hybrid orchids . 
cattleya, cymbidium, cypripedi- 
um, and beautiful white phalae- 
nopes; there are the lovely pink 
and red anthurium; irisene 
plants with bright red foliage; 
philodendren of several vari 
etlcs; the waxy green-leavec 
frigisporum lobbianum; sym 
ponium. and stephrnotis. 

Begonia* Favorite
One of Williamson's favorite 

plants is the begonia, from the 
tuberous on through the entire 
family. In the lath house he 
also has fifteen varieties of 
fern, from the giant Hawaiian 
tree fern to the smallest type 
plant. There abound colorful ci 
nerarias; fuchsias cascading 
from baskets suspended above 
and growing upright in pots be 
low. There are aralias he has 
grown from seed.

In the open garden he has 
roses, clivias, hybrid amarylHs 
and several fruit trees. There 
are also several types of ca 
mellias.
